PANMUNJOM (ZP) — Hobbling 
and stretcher-borne American and 
Canadian soldiers, some still suf­ 
fering from recent battle wounds, 
were ’i berated here today as the 
Reds made the first deliveries from 
three more North Korean stock­ 
ades. 
Many of the 9 4 American and 
43 other non-Korean rep atriates of 
the 
18 th 
daily 
ex change 
were 
white-faced, bandaged and too ill 
to rejoice, in grim contrast to the 
rollicking British Commonwealth 
and U. S. returnees of p revious 
day s. 
The Reds delivered 300 South 
Koreans in ap p arent good health, 
23 British, 13 Canadians, 3 Aus­ 
tralians, 2 Frenchmen, 1 Turk and 
1 Colombian in addition to the 9 4 
Americans. 
The Communists said they would 
rep atriate 150 Americans and 250 
South Koreans Sunday . This would 
equal the largest group of Ameri­ 
cans returned on a single day , and 
p ut the num ber of Americans re­ 
turned over the halfway mark. 
A rep ort that cap tured Jap anese- 
American soldiers from 
Hawaii 
and at least one U. S. officer were 
tortured by the Reds in an effort

base was told by one rep atriate, 
Cp l.

TEHRAN, Iran (JPl—The trium ­ 
p hant y oung Shah of Iran re­ 
turned to his country today after 
an ex ile of six day s and overcome 
with tears declared "I cannot con­ 
tain my immense joy .”

Squelched by Authorities 


SAARBRÜCKEN, The Saar (ZP) 
—A 
Jot by an adventuresome 
German p rince to stage a “p utsch” 
against the Saar’s p ro-French gov­ 
ernment was alleged today . 
Saar Minister President Johan­ 
nes Hoffman charged that Prince 
Hubertus von Lowenstein p lanned 
to “invade” the Saar with 
2 0 0 
German students last Sunday . He 
claimed the p rince intended to 
“seize” the small border town of 
St. Wendel, cut its telep hone lines 
to the Saar cap ital, and call on the 
Saarlanders to rise in op en revolt 
against the government. 
The p lot was squelched by West 
German authorities after they had 
been tip p ed off by W estern Allied 
observers, Hoffmann said. 
Hoffmann p raised what he said 
was p romp t action by the German 
government in averting an in­ 
cident which “might have led to 
serious consequences” and would 
have made more difficult a p eace­ 
ful solution of the long standing 
Franco-Germ an disp ute over the 
Saar. 
Once p art of Germany , the coal 
rich Saar is now a p olitically au­ 
tonomous state with close eco­ 
nomic links to France. West Ger­ 
many ;s demanding its return.

You take a 
fellow that hasn’t received any 
corruption and its kinder like the 
fellow that has never drank any

People just figure ‘well there 
couldn’t be so much corruption, 
or some of it would have come my 
way.’ And the fellow that has re­ 
ceived any of it naturally he is 
in favor of a continuation of 
policy.”

Props are good for subjects of all 
ages. Babies and adults alike re­ 
spond to them. I once heard a pro­ 
fessional photographer of babies 
say that the prop you give them as 
a center of attention is a “natural 
anchor’* because it tends to keep 
the small fry where you want 
them. With a baby it will help 
keep the subject's interest at a 
high pitch long enough for you to 
snap a picture featuring a lively 
expression.
